It Is modern In every way, built 
and furnished for the needs of a tele- 
phone system many times tlte size 
of Reno. 
The front portion of the 


place Is arranged for a reception room 
and business office, while In the center 
of the big room the telephone bonrda 
are located. 


It requires eight operators t* handle 


the boards during the day time, while 
at night only two are required. 
The 


new system Is called the common bat- 
tery system. 
Storage batteries were 


used In the old system. 
They are 


very unsatisfactory, as has perhaps 
been noticed, for the reason that the 
current was uncertain, result Ing

constant trouble not only 
for 
the 


company bnt for the public. 


The storage batteries are dome away 


with under the present system. 
The 


electricity Is now developed at tha 
main office and from

station win be sent over the many 
lines. 


A "troubW anan will be on duty con- 


•rtantly. 
He will be able to discover 


Immediately when any line Is out of 
order and by a specially arranged de- 
vice the exaet telephone can b*- lo- 
cated. 
This feature In itself will 


materially aid Jn the service for under 
the old way considerable dejay wa» 
caused In seantftilng for the s'ource of 
a break. 
Manager Brownlee states that It fs 


probable that slight trouble will pro- 
bably be experienced before the new 
system Is In perfect working ord«r.

The suspected Chinaman could not be 
found and It was only after a diligent 
search and persistent questioning that 
the Inmates of the house were compell- 
ed to produce the man .under suspi- 
cion.

ed that he Is not suffering from the 
dread affliction. 
Instead he is suffer- 


ing from what Is Known as Ichthyosls, 
meaning fish skin or alligator disease. 
The limbs of the afflicted man have 
the appearance of Toeing burned, the 
skin being rough and dry. At first sight 
there is a resemblance to leprosy, but 
the physicians soon disclosed the ail- 
ment. 


The afflicted Chinaman has been at 


work In the la«ndry for the past few 
years. 
He is a 'to-other of the pro- 


prletor of the place and claims that 
he Is not suffering from disease, fcnt 
from the effects ol Tjelng scalded.

peror Nicholas of Russia, by ukaso. 
has restored to favor In the Imperial 
family the Grand Duke Paul Alexan- 
drovltch, who some years ago was de- 
nied of rank and honors, because, In 
opposition to the will of the Emperor 
and wishes of the Imperial family he 
contracted a morgantlc marriage with 
Madame Olgo Plstolkoos. 


In accordance with the decree Grand 


Duke Paul Is reinstated with his title 
and military standing. 
As

aide-de-camp to his majesty will at- 
tend the funeral of Grand Duke Ser- 
gios, his brother. 


The body of Grand Duke Serglus lies 


in the Chodaff Monastery at Moscow, 
where an honorary guard keeps vigil. 
Prlsts Intone prayers for the repose 
of the soul.

Bomb Tfcrowsjr in Paris 


PARIS. Feb. 18.—The 
Inhabitants 


of the Champs Elysees quarter were 
astounded tonight by a loud explosion 
and the police discovered In front of 


the Mexican Legation a man severely 
wounded lying In front of a bomb. The 
man was taken to a hospital and when 
cross examined said his name wna 
Garcia and that he was a Spaniard. 


He asserted that he had been rulnpd 


by the Mexican government and In 
revenge threw the bomb, which, how- 
ever, exploded too soon and himself 
only was Injured. 


The police found a revolver, dagger 


and some anarchist papers on Garcia. 
A search o fhls lodgings led to the dis- 
covery of two bombs, Identical to that 
which he had exploded. Garcia arrived 
hi* Paris two days ago. 
He denies be- 


ing an anarchist. 


He Is wounded In the arms 
and 


hands. 
Prompt action by the police 


prevented him being lynched.

The big court room was crowded at 


the time. 
U was a thrilling moment. 


There was not one in the room bat 
who was keyed to a pltcn that only th* 
presence of death can impart. 
It waa 


here that Mr. Smith, firmly believing 
he was ordained by a power higher 
than any earthly tribunal arose and 
uttered the words quoted. 


Not waiting to argue, Judge Curler 


ordered the man taken into custody. 
Two officers were at his side In a 
moment, but Mr. Smith would not be 
quieted, even In the presence of the 
law. 
Wrenching hi« hands free he 


made the sign .of the cross, exclaiming 
at the same time in a loud voice. "I 
protest In the name of the Father, Son 
and the Holy Ohost." Then as he waa 
being led from the court room. "Thla 
Is an outrage and I protest 
as 
an 


American citizen." With that he was 
led off to Jail. 


It required only a few moments, and 


the incident over sentence was pro- 
nounced upon the condemned mart. 


Without a murmur Linderman arose* 


from his chair to hear the words of 
death pronounced upon'blm. 
He wasj 


pale and trembling and apparently on 
he verge of collapse. With slow voice 
Judge Curler said the words, closing 
with the sentenc "and may God have, 
mercy on your soul." 


This was the climax. 
With a groai». 


the condemned man sank to his chair, 
with the fear of death in his heart. 


In his cell later In the day the con- 


demned man again expressed the hope 
that he will not hang, but that his at- 
torneys will get him another trial. He? 
talked some of his mother and brothers 
who reside In Stockton, claiming that 
they are too poor to either visit him or 
contribute funds for his defense. He 
will probably be taken to Carson to- 
day. 
The Warden of the State Prison 


will fix the exact date of executing the 
sentence, which munt be carried out 
\\lthln ninety days. 


Mr. Smith was released about nn 


hour after being placed In Jail upon 
the recommendation of District At- 
torney «'ralg. 


Mr. Smith was a member of the Jury 


that tried Llnderman'a few weeks ago* 
The Jury disagreed at that time, eleven 
Htandlng for murder In the second de- 
gree. Mr. Smith voting for acquittal, 
firmly believing, as he stated that Lin- 
derman Is Innocent.

HAT supernatural agency dispenses names to new 


mining camps? The title of a new camp often 


has a greater bearing on its future than what mineral de- 
posits lie beneath its surface^ There is not much doubt 
that the name of "Placervllle" sounded far more attractive 
to timid eastern investors than did the blood-curdling ap- 
pelatlon of "Hangtown," and that such names as "Whisky 
Flat," "Jackass Gulch," and "Red Dog" were anything 
but palatable to the taote of the nervous tenderfoot from 
the other side of the Alleghanles. 


Whether it has been the advance of culture attendant 


upon the march of time, or whether she has enjoyed a 
superior degree of fortune in the naming of her mining 
camps, Nevada is far ahead of the California of the fifties 
In this respect. Could anything be more classical, refined 
or dignified than the names of Virginia City and Eureka, 
or more sweetly poetical than Tuscarora and Candelaria? 


And the later discoveries are up to the mark in this 


respect. 
Euphonious Tonopah is a gem of sound, and 


Goldfield isn't bad, while Columbia remains, as ever, thi 
gem of names, as well as of oceans. 


To be sure. Bullfrog sounds a little dubious, but the 


name was probably given to emphasize the fact that there 
are no crackers, either human or batrachian, in that Inter- 
esting locality. And it nestles in the lap of sweet sounding 
Amargosa, which has a song iji every sylable.

OTTAWAl (Ont.). February 18.—
